SENDING HIS BRAVES T0 THE SOUTH 


Big Chiefs Smith aad Carlisle Are 
To Lead the Advance. 


GEORGIA «IS A SFRATEGIC POINT 


The Fall Power ofthe Administration Is 
To Be Bent ‘'oward Capturing 
This State for Gold. 


Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—The 


emissaries of the administration's financial 
policy are preparing to descend on the 
south like the wolf on the fold—not, howev- 
er, with their cohorts gleaming in purple 
and gold. The preliminary work is being 
done quietly and stealthily. The real beat- 
ing of the golden tom-toms is to begin with 
the. Memphis “sound’’ money convention, 
where Carlisle is to give forth the rallying 
ery for the administration forces. The battle 
is already on in Kentucky, where all the 
federal power will be used to retire Joe 
Blackburn, because he is manfully fig hting 
for his free silver conviction. It now leaks 
out that Secretary Smith, who slipped away 
from Washington last Saturday night for 
Georgia, expects to take the Empire State 
of the South into camp. 

It is generally believed here that he has 
gone south to lend his personal influence 
and the weight of the administration to 
the goldbug movement in his own and 
neighboring states, if he can find such a 
movement lying around anywhere. 

The going of Secretary Smith is the be- 
ginning of the hegira of administration of- 
ficials to different sections of the country 
in the interest of the eastern and European 
goldbugs. 

Carlisle will probably be the next member 
of the cabinet to.wend his way westward 
and southward, and after that it is expect- 
ed there will be a pretty general spreading 
out of officig}* oF-lesser,rank to take part 
Yat political asi: ions thr fghout the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Smith miaiecn: the Delegation. 

The comptroHer of the currency, Eckels, is 
billed for a speech in Detroit Thursday 
night. The belief prevails that Secretary 
Smith intends to head the delegations from 
the Atlantic seaboard states in the goldbug 
convention at Memphis, May <3d, The ad- 
ministration realizes that this movement 
is being fostered by eastern goldbugs anda 
bankers, and to disarm popular prejudice 
desires to secure what is called ‘‘a represen- 
tative body of men. typifying the best and 
most eonservative business interests of the 
south,” 

The promoters of the scheme are laying 
great stress upon this point so that it can- 
not be claimed by the free silver stump 
speakers that it is a packed body, composed 
of the banking and capitalist elements of 
the cities of the south, The scheme is, to 
have as few bankers and capitalists in the 
iuist of delegates as possible. 

Not much of a contest is expected from 
the administration goldbugs in Georgia be- 
ause Mr. Smith admits that the silverites 
outnumber the goldbugs there four to one. 
The goldbugs will be headed by Secretary 
Smith. The fight in Georgia is going to be 
very much like the contest in Illinois, 
which the goldbugs have abandoned because 
they have no strength there. 

Georgia Holds the Key. 

Georgia is a strategic point which the ad- 
ministration believes must be taken if the 
packbone of free silver is to be broken in 
the south. She holds about the same rela- 
tive position to the Atlantic seaboard states 
that Illinois does to the Mississippi valley, 
n point of importance, both upon political 
and business merits. The influence of 
Georgia upon the neighboring states has 
mecreased to a striking degree in both these 
respects in the last few years. Georgia’s 
newspapers circulate extensively through- 
out the southern states, the political leaders 
sf Georgia are well known and men of in- 
fluence, while Atlanta, as the center of the 
industrial new south, is in close and sym- 
sathetic touch with business interests and 


enterprises south of Mason ard Dixon's | 


line, Georgia, therefore, Mr, Cleveland feels, 
must be made to throw the weight of her 
influence against unlimited national free 
roinage. 

It has been the boast of the goldbug 
men that when it came to the touch the 
south would be found in line with what 
they deem the safest financial policy, al- 
though the unequivocal position of such 
men as Mr. Crisp, ex-Senator Pat Walsh, 
Senator Harris, of Tennessee, Senators 
Morgan and Pugh, of Alabama, and, in 
"act, almost the solid delegation in congress 
rom the south, on the &side of free coinage 
would seem to be a living and ever present 
fenial of that statement. 

Deluding Themselves. 

In trying to reconcile this appvarent’ dis- 
srepancy, the goldbugs say tliese leaders 
and their followers have stood for silver 
m the ground of bimétdllism, and the use 
9f the white metal in adequate ratio with 
sold in the money of the land, and claim 
Hat these leaders would not urge, and the 
south would not follow, a movement for 
silver monometallism. Carrying out this line 
xf argument they assert that the present 
tgitation for free coinage in the west will 
ultimately resolve itself into a declaration 
‘or the unlimited free coinage of silver by 
this government, irrespective of internation- 
tl] agreement—a declaration for silver mon- 
ymmetallism in fact—and that when this oc- 
surs the south will part company with the 
diiver men. They justify this claim on the 
ground that the south is in particularly

New doin, April 29.—The Tribwne says 
that C. W. Fairbanks, of Indianapolis, cne 
of the leaders of the republicans in Indiana, 
and a warm personal friend of ex-President 
Harrison, is in the city looking after some 
important law cases in which he is en- 
gaged.

Textile Mills 
Enrgland., 
Boston, Mass., April 29.—The May num- 

ber of The Home Market Bulletin, issued 
today, contains the result of a canvass of 
the textile manufacturers of New Enge- 
land, New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
Sylvania, as to the conditions of their 
business, which proves to be highly in- 
Gerdsting. The answers were received 
from 481 establishments about evenly di- 
vided among the states named and fairly 
representing city and country and large 
and small establishments. These answers 
compare April, 1893, with April 1895, and 
are summarized as accurately as possible 
in a table. 

As to reductions and restorations of 
wages 185 of the 481 establishments did not 
reduce at all. Sixteen reduced and 
partially restored, and 252 reduced 
have not restored. The Fall River 
New Bedford mills, which have ree 
made partial restorations, do not 
either of the accounts sete Nearly 
of those which did not reduce at all 
either small mills in the country er are 
producers of specialties in which there are 
little competition and for which fashion 
alone has made a good demand. In many 
cases, too, where the wage rates have 
been maintained, there have been reduce 
tions of running time, or of hands, or 
both. 

Of course it is impossible to put into 
a table or summary all that was written 
in the returns. But the table fairly shows 
that the volume of production and em- 
ployment and the wages paid are still 5 
per cent on the average below the condie- 
tion of two years ago, while the orders 
for goods are not quite oneehalf so ene 
couraging as they were then; the cance!. 
lations are far greater and the profits are 
aimost out of sight. 

ft is the condition of orders and profits 
which best indicates the true state of 
business and affords a means of judging 
whether or not the present rates of pro- 
duction and wages can be maintained or 
increased. Several pages of brief remarks 
from the manufacturers are printed, which 
show that most of them are running 
Simply to hold the'r customers and keep 
their help, so as to be ready for the bets 
ter business indicated for the future. They 
claim to be suffering far more than 
formerly from foreign and cut-throat com- 
petition. Orders are cancelled upon frivol- 
Ous preitexts, the real meaning of which

These have re- 
cently been rapidly increasing and not 
only is the treasury department distressea 
over the unexpected smaliness of the 
revenue and the undoubted frauds in the 
invoices, but it is now an every-day ex- 
perience in ali the commercial cities that 
foreign fabrics are offered at prices which 
could not be met here even with all profits 
sacrificed and wages cut 25 per cent below 
the present average.

The committee follows up its action 
by citing that the goldbugs have called a 
meeting for May Ist, at Memphis, and 
further that in Texas they will have a 
meeting at Waco on May 9th. ‘They also

SOLD THEIR BODIES. 
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Two Negroes Under Sentence of Death 
Make a Little Money. 

Birmingam, Ala., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Lee Harris and Abe Mitchell, colored, who 
are to hang for the murder of the negro 
grocery merchant, Pleas Merriwether, on 
Friday, June 7th, have so far realized the 
coming event that they have already dis- 
psed of their prospective corpses for a 
price. 

Probably they went on the theory that 
a little money to buy cigars would give 
them more satisfaction between now and 
June 7th than they could get after! death 
from a piece of iranimate clay. 

Lee Harris sold his body for $10 to Dr. 
Charles Whelan, Jr., and Dr. Whelan 
transferred his interest in the same to 
John D. Miller, the well-known undertaker. 
The sale and the transfer were both drawn 
up in due form and signed by the parties 
concerned, 

Abe Mitchell disposed of his body to Dr. 
Whelan for $5, and this sale was also trans- 
ferred to Mr. Miller. The terms of the 
sales are that the bodies shall be handed 
to Mr. Miller on dune 7, 1895, when they 
are cut down from the gibbet. Sheriff Mor- 
row is instructed to turn the bodies over 
to Mr. btaeds ts as stated.

The explosion in the artillery barracks 
here last night in -which one man, Juan 
Lopez Castilla was instantly killed and five 
others seriously injured, was in a stone's 
throw of the Plaza des Armes, where ta- 
bles were spread in the park for a banquet 
to 1,000 soldiers. 

The Chamber ‘of Commerce furnished the 
banquet and the soup was being prepared 
over open firés on the stone floorings of the 
cuarto or barracks. The intelligent Span- 
iard soldiers utilized a couple of old shells 
to support the soup kettle. They did not 
know the shells were loaded. One of them 
exploded and that a dozen others did not 
follow suit is a mystery. 

General Campos, after Udspatching Gen- 
eral la Cnambre with orders to push ac- 
tive operations in the vicinity of Bayamo, 
sailed on. fhe Villa Verde to instruct gen- 
erals at other points aiong the coast, and 
probably to visit Havana before his re- 
turn here.

To Protect Americans. 

After several conferences today with Sec- 
retary Gresham and Secretary Herbert, the 
Secretary of the navy sent dispatches to 
the commanders of the United States gun- 
boats Alert and the Atlanta, directing 
to San 
Juan del Sur and Greytown, in Nicaragua, 
respectively. The Alert is at Panama and 
it will take her about a day and a half to 
reach San Juan del Sur, which is the ca- 
ble station nearest Corinto, situated about 
one hundred miles below that port. The 
Atlanta is at Key West, Fla., and can 
make the distance of 750 miles from that 
place to Greytown in two and a half days. 

When Secretary Herbert was asked the 
significance of these orders, he answered 
promptly as: follows: 

“The newspapers cay that a revolution 
fis probable in Nicaragua. They state that 
the people are very much dissatisfied with 
the course of the government and are like- 
ly to attempt to cverthrow it. In order 
to protect the interests of American citi- 
sens, their lives and property, and follow- 
ing the policy always pursued in such con- 
tingercies, I have ordered the Alert to 
San Juan del Sur, and the Atlanta to 
Greytown. In addition to these vessels, the 
Montgomery, now at Mobile, will sail on 
May 7th for Greytown, conveying the Nic- 
araguan candl commission to that place. 
The Monterey, which has sailed for Pana- 
ma, will remain at Panama for the pres- 
ent. With two United States ships on one 
side of Nicaragua and one ship on the 
other side, it is plain that American in- 
terests will be well prctected if tne ru- 
mored revciution should take place. But 
I wish it distinctly understood that these 
vessels are sent to Nicaragua for the pur- 
pese of caring for citizens of the United 
States and their interests, and not on any 
business connected with the situation at 
Corinto.’’ 

The Alert is one of the older vessels of 
the navy, an iron cruiser of 1,020 tons 
displacement, and propelled by a single 
screw. Her main battery consists of folr 
guns and she does not compare formidably 
with either of the British ships now at 
Corinto, although she would probably not 
be overmatched by the Wild Swan, now at

must hold herself responsible to Great Brit- 
ain for offenses committed against British 
subjects, 

“The Wnited States government,” he 
said, “does not undertake to extend a pro- 
tectorate over Central America and South 
America to such an extent that a sovereign 
State of one or the other of these countries 
may insult another sovereign nation with 
the expectation that this government wil] 
protect it from forcible resentment by the 
nation insulted. Such a principle has never 
been recognized by the United States, and 
if we attempted to assert it, we would se- 
cure the enmity of every nation having 
rer with Central and South Amer- 
ca.”’ 

It is underst¢od that the situation at Co- 
rinto has been relieved of much of its 
tension by an intimation cabled by Am- 
bassador Fayard that in case Nicaragua 
would guarantee payment of the indemnity 
asked with fifteen days, Great Britain 
would accede to a request fcr such an ex- 
tension of time. 

Within the next forty-eight 
the armored coast-defense 
Monterey will be near 
araguan coast, not far from Co- 
rinto. Whether she will stop at that 
port or continue leisurely to Panama is 
claimed to be unknown to the officials of 
the navy department.

Hon. John T. Milner Contributes to 
the Alabama Exposition Fund. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Hon. John ‘i. Milner, the venerable and 
able state senator froni the Birmingham 
district, has sent to Chairman London, of 
the Birmingham committee of the Atlanta 
exposition, the followng generous, patriotic 
and self-explanatory note: 

“New Castle, Ala., April 27, 1895.—A. T.

Edward Atkinson’s Arguments, 


ovERRODUCTION DOES NOT BXPLATK 


When the World’s Money Expanded 
in VoluNe Cotton Advanced. 


THE CROP WAS DECREASING, TOO 


MA hen the Nations Contracted Their Money 
of Final Payment, Pricas Declined. 
A Very Clear Argument. 


The following communication is sent to 
The Constitution by Mr. J. W. Labouisse, 
president of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change. 

Mr. Labouisse is one of the most promi- 
nent business men of the country and 
one of the ablest cotton men in the United 
(States. He knows every detail of his 
business and as a practical, progressive, 
energetic business man ranks Among the 
most prominent of the commercial leaders 
of the south. His letter will be read with 
special interest as a most valuable con- 
tribution to the currency discussion now 
going on throughout the country. 

*“‘New Orleans, April 26, 1895.—Editor Con- 
Stitution: In a very interesting article in 
the April number of The Forum entitled 
‘The Battle of Standards antl the Fall 
of Prices,’ Mr. Edward Atkinson asserts 
that ‘it is the purpose of this article to 
prove that there is not a single important 
product of industry in agriculture, manue- 
facturing, transportation or commerce in 
which there has not been a reduction in 
the cost of production or distribution 
which will not more than account for any

ences growing out of the war exerted it- 
self in any way as to price. 

Crop and Prices Both Increased. 

‘Tt will be seen from the accompanying 
table, made from prices current in Liver- 
pool in order to avoid the artificial prices in 
the United States after the war and prior 
to the resumption of specie payments in 
1879, that in the season 1842-43, a season 
which is as far back as I can safely refer 
with reliable statistics, and which is far 
enough back to cover the ground necessary 
to this discussion, the American crop was 
2,394,000 bales and that the total supply 
and stock for that year, including crops 
other than American, as also the stocks 
carried over from the previous season, were 
3,888,000 bales, and it will also be seen that 
the average price of middling Orleans for 
that season in the Liverpool market was 
443100 pence per pound. For several sea- 
sons after that of 1842-43 the annual sup- 
ply did not change materially, nor was 
there any material change in the 
average of price, the total supply 
in the season 1847-48 being 3,697,000 bales as 
against 3,888,000 bales in 1842-43 and the 
average price 4 28-166 pence per pound as 
against 4 43-100 pence per pound in 1842-43. 
This price of 4 28-100 pence for the season 
1847-48 was the lowest of which we have 
authentic records in the ante-bellum period. 
From this date on to the crop of 1859-60, 
which was the last that was marketed in 
its entirety before the breaking out of the 
war, there were both an increase of the 
supply and an advance in the average 
price, so that we find the total supply in 
the season of 1859-60 was 6,716,000 bales, 
as against 3,697,000 bales in 1847-48, while 
the average price had advanced from 
4 28-100 pence in 1847-48 to 6 61-100 pence in 
1859-60. Here we find an increase in supply 
of nearly 82 per cen} coupled with an ad- 
vance in the average price of over 50 per 
cent, and all this in the short period of 
about twelve years. The point having 
been thus statistically established of an 
enormous increase in supply and of a

simultaneously important increase in 
price, how are we to account for the phe- 
nomenon? To me the solution is plain. It 
is a matter of history that the output of 
the mines of both gold and silver had 
shrunk to comparatively small proportions 
in the early years of the decade, 1540-50, 
and that at that period the average price 
of commodities had fallen to an excep- 
tionally low level as compared with those 
current in the earlier part of the century, 
thus indicating the relative contraction in 
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this gage of battle thrown down so di- 
rectly before the appearance of Mr. Ate 
kinson’s article. I have, however, seen 
for many years past able arguments put 
forth to the effect that the average de- 
cline since 1878 in the general level of 
commodities, a decline which Mr. Atkin- 
son appears to admit, has been brought 
about by the contraction since 1873 in the 
volume of’the metallic legal tender money 
of the world and I am yet to see that 
arguments have been successfully 
controverted. 

“T shall not, however, attempt to an- 
swer Mr. Atkinson as to the causes of the 
advances and declines in all the articles 
referred to in his paper, but shall confine 
myself to those affecting that important 
lartidle, cotton, leaving to others more 
conversant than myself with the causes 
of the ups and downs in the various other 
commodities mentioned. by him, the dis- 
cussion more nearly affecting them. In 
approaching this argument I may say that 
I have no light to guide me save that of 
the past, and fortunately for a discussion 
of the cotton question, we have a full 
record of its production and of its price 
for a period of over half a century. 


Dealing Fairly with Him, 


“In estimating the decline in the price 
of cotton I shall endeavor to be perfectly 
fair with Mr. Atkinson and shall not take 
the prices of 1873 as a basis for cotton, al- 
though that appears to be his general 
basis year, however fair the prices of 1875 
may be for articles other than cotton; 
and this for the simple reason that cot- 
ton in 1873 was not on its merits, the crop 
at that date not having reached its normal 
development as to size as compared with 
those of the ante-bellum period, despite the 
fact that the world had grown thirteen 
years, and its requirements accordingly, 
since the last crop of the ante-bellum 
period had been marketed. In other words 
the crop of 1872-73 was but 3,874,000 bales, 
as against one of 4,861,000 bales in the 
season 1859-60. This falling off in supply 
was due entirely to causes growing out 
of the war, and these causes are so well 
understood by all ‘engaged in the 
cotton trade that a mere reference to 
them is all that is necessary’ to 
account for the decline in production dur- 
ing the period menntioned. The prices of 
1873 having thus been undoubtedly influ- 
enced by the relatively short supply as 
compared with those current in the ante- 
bellum period, a conclusion that the prices 
of 1873 should be taken as a basis from 
which to calculate the effects of the de- 
monetization of silver on the prices of to- 
day would be manifestly unfair, and I

Suddenly there burst upon the world in 
1848 and in the years immediately follow- 
ing the great output of the mines of Cali- 
fornia and Australia, and coincident with 
that generous gift of nature came the 
better trade conditions that manifested 
themselves through a rise in the general 
level of values, as is so clearly set forth in 
the index numbers of the late Dr. Adolf 
Soetbeer, of Augustus Sauerbeck and of the 
London EBeonomist. This increase in the 
supply of metallic legal tender money is 
my solution of the phenomenon of rapidly 
increasing supplies of cotton accompanied 
by an almost as rapid increase in its value

Currency Contracts—Prices Fall. 


“Continuing my ‘argument I shall now 
contrast the supply and price of cotton in 
the season 1893-94 with the supply and price 
in the season of 1859-60. We have seen 
that the total supply in 1859-60 was 6,716,000 
bales, as against 3,697,000 bales in 1847-48, 
while the average price had risen from 
4 28-100 pence to 661-100 pence. In _ 1893-94 
the supply had risen to 11,609,000 bales, as 
against 6,716,000 in 1859-60, thus showing an 
increased supply of nearly 73 per cent. 
Meanwhile, however, the average price 
had declined from 6 61-100 pence in 1859-60 
to 4 25-100 pence in 1893-94, while as be- 
tween 1947-48 and 1859-60 the price had risen 
from 4 28-100 pence to 6 61-100 pence. Let 
us then compare the two positions. We 
find that as between 1847-48 and 1859-60, a 
period of twelve years, the supply in- 
creased nearly 82 per cent and the average 
price advanced over 50 per cent, while be- 
tween 1859-60 and 1893-94, a period of thirty- 
four years, during which the world has 
presumably been growing as much as in 
the former period, the increase in the sup- 
ply has only been about 73 per cent. But 
the price instead of advancing 50 per cent, 
as it did in the earlier period, has de- 
clined over 35 per cent. And if the figures 
for this disastrous season of 1894-95 were 
now attainable they would show that the 
price has declined, relatively to that of 
1859-60, over 650 per cent, while the supply 
compared to that of 1859-60 will prove no 
greater relatively than that of 1859-60 to 
that of 1847-48. In one case an advance 
in price of over 50 per cent and in the 
other a decline of over 50 per cent, the 
increased supply in the latter period be. 
ing less than that in the former. 

“Here is another phenomenon to be ac- 
counted for. The solution is not difficult. 
In the earlier part of the two periods re- 
ferred to we have seen rapidly increasing 
supplies of cotton accompanied by almost 
as rapidly increasing prices, and I have ac. 
counted for the phenomenon by reason of 
the abnormal increase in the volume of 
the metallic legal tender money of the 
‘world, due to the discovery of the Cali- 
fornia and Australian mines. In the lat-

creasing supplies of cotton, but by no 
means as rapidly increasing as in the 
case of the earlier period, for in the 
earlier the increase of 82 per cent took 
place in twelve years, while in tise latter 
it took thirty-four years to accomplish an 
increase of 73 per cent. The normal re- 
quirements of the world’s consumption 
were probably the same in both instances, 
while, however, the prices of 1898-94 show 
a decline of 35 per cent, as compared with 
those of 1859-60, and those of 1894-95 would 
show a decline of over 50 per cent, while 
those of 1859-60 showed a gain of over 60 
per cent on those of 1847-48. The solution 
of the latter problem is that the contrac- 
tion in the volume of the metallic legal 
tender money of the world, as brought 
about by the practical demonetization of 
silver throughout the world, has produced 
a decline in values generally. Therefore, 
if we could have judged the period of 
1859-60 to 1893-94 by the light of the past, 
say from what took plage between 
1847-48 and 1859-60, we might have expected 
at least stable if not higher values had 
not the unfortunate legislation of 1873 in 
Europe, as well as in the United States, 
stricken down one of the two great metal- 
lic moneys of the world and thus contracted 
the volume of money of ultimate redemp- 
tion, with the necessarily accompanying 
shrinkage in the general level of values. 
“Beneficent” Fall of Prices. 


“I have thus endeavored to establish the 
Proposition that the phenomenon of ad- 
vancing prices in the earlier period, in the 
face of advancing supplies, was accounted 
for by the fact of the large atiditions to 
the supply of money of ultimate redemp- 
tion brought about by the discovery of the 
California and Australian mines, and that 
the phenomenon of declining prices in the 
latter period, in the face of no greater 
relative supply than in the former, is to 
be accounted for by the great contraction 
in the supply of money of ultimate re- 
demption as brought about by the well- 
nigh universal demonetization of silver. 

‘“‘Having thus disposed, successfully, as I 
think, of Mr. Atkinson’s contention that 
causes other than the contraction of the 
volume of the money of ultimate redemp- 
tion have brought about the decline in the 
price of cotton. I shall devote merely a 
word to what he calls the beneficent fall 
in values. I think thai the farmers and 
the planters of the south will hardly agree 
with him that this fall is beneficent while 
they look on and see their farms and 
Plantations sol@ out for the mortgage 
that the land has been carrying for many 
years and which it has been impossible 
to lift with a steadily decreasing value 
of its product. Had there been pari-passu 
with the decline in the value of the output 
of the land a corresponding decline in the 
face value of the mortgage, the beneficence 
in the shrinkage of the value of the pro- 
ducts of the land might be more apparent 
to the unfortunates who years ago were 
forced to encumber their property, and 
who are now being reduced to beggary or 
to the condition of tenants instead of 
that of proprietors. 

Gold’s Price Is Fiat. 

‘Mr. Atkinson contends that the question 
before the country is whether the standard 
Shall be the present lawful unit, so-called, 
i. e., ‘a dollar made of gold, which is 
worth as much’ after it is melted as it 
purports to be in the coin, or whether it 
shall be of silver or paper forced into 
circulation by the fiat of an act of legal 
tender. What a singular claim! Is it 
not palpable that the value of gold in 
the United States is established by the 
fact that the United States mint is by 
law a buyer of all the gold that may be 
offered to it at the rate of $20.67 per ounce 
of fine gold, and that, therefore, gold bul- 
lion cannot decline ‘below the mint price, 
and further, that therefore gold money is 
pro tanto fiat money, being made by law 
unlimited legal tender money of ultimate 
redemption? Is it not equally true that 
the Engiish mint is, under the act of 1816, 
a forced buyer of every ounce of standard 
gold that is presented to it at the rate of 
£3 17 shillings 10% pence of ful 
legal tender in settlement of all debts? 
Is it not again equally true that all the 
goli offered to the French and German 
mints and the mints of all the other na- 
tions on the continent of Europe that have 
since 1873 adopted the gold standard must 
be accepted by those various mints and full 
legal tender money of ultimate redemption 
given in exchange for the same, all of 
these various coinages of gold being prac- 
tically on the same basis? How then 
can gold decline below the mint price, the 
fiat price as made by law? Who would 
sell an ounce of fine gold in the United 
States below $20.67 when that amount of 
legal tender money of ultimate redemption 
must be exchanged for it by the mint 
of the United States? Likewise, who in 
‘Great Britain would sell an ounce of 
standard gold below £3 17_— shil- 

6 10% pence when that amount 
legal tender money of ultimate 
redemption must be exchanged for it by 
the British mint? And the same holds 
good for the holders of gold bullion on the 
continent of Kurope and elsewhere where 
the mints are by law compelled to ex- 
change legal tender money fer gold bullion. 
Therefore it is that the world has been 
deluded into the belief. that gold of all 
things on the face of the earth is un- 
changeable in value. Why, of course, it 
will never change as measured by itself. 
One might as well expect two yardsticks 
to change or two-bushel measures as 
measured by themselves. Gold and 
silver dollars are constantly likened 
by the advocates of the single 
gold standard to yardsticks and 
bushel measures, and if this be true why 
not enshrine a single gold dollar in the 
treasury department and let the United 
States have a gold standard without a gold 
currency, aS Was suggested by Mr. Ber- 
tram Currie, an English delegate to the 
international bimetallic conference in 
Brussels in 1892, as a panacea for the evils 
afflicting England’s great dependency—In- 
dia. It would certainly save this country 
frém the hysterical spasms that afflict it 
whenever the course of exchange leads to 
shipments of gold from this country to 
Europe. The only way by which a change 
can be ascertained is by measuring with 
something else. A disabled ship afloat in 
the gulf stream would have no apparent 
motion, would from day to day be making 
no change in her position, but her officers, 
through the instrumentalities of the sex- 
tant, would from day to day clearly as- 
certain that her position was changing 
every minute, owing to the operation of 
invisible, but not, therefore, less potent 
causes. So it is with gold bullion and gold 
money measured by one another; under 
the operation of human legislation they 
do not and cannot show any change, but 
measured by comparison with the great 
mass of the other products of man’s in. 
dustry they both show great changes, and 
those changes are, and have been for 
many years, disastrous to the mass of 
humanity. 
Swindled by the Gold Dollar. 

“But it has become the fashion with the 
advocates of the single gold standard to 
speak of silver money as something that 
is debased and therefore unfit for the 
purposes of legal tender. In what way 
has this debasement been brought about 
and in what way does it manifest itself? 
Will they claim that any change in the 
chemical composition or physical struce 
ture of stiver bullion has taken place since 
1873 by which this handmaiden of gold as 
a money metal has been relegated to the 
position of the baser metals? I hardly 
think so. On the contrary, silver bullion 
today is doubtless the same chemically and 
physically that it was thousands of years 
ago, and the fall in its commercial value 
as measured by gold, is due entirely to 
the effects of human legislation. As far 
as the debasement of coined money, 
whether of gold or silver, is concerned, 
the less that the advocates of the single 
gold standard say the better, and for the 
simple reason that no silver dol- 
lar has, since the act of 1792, 
gontairtied less than 371% grains 
of fine silver, while the gold currency of 
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the country now contains 23 22-100 grains.

day. But, strange to say, we see but 
little reference to this change in the gold 
money in any of the effusions: of the single 
gold standard writers. 
Overproduction Argument Exploded. 
“Coming now to the question as to why 
silver was discarded as a money metal 
by the so-called civilized nations in 1873, 
the reason is given that it wds on account 
of over-production, and this assertion has 
been so industriously circulated that the 
great majority of people really believe that 
the assertion is true and that the fact of 
the over-production is sufficient cause for 
the great decline in the gold price of 
Silver since its demonetization. Let us 
examine the question very carefully, Ac- 
cording to the figures given by the director 
of the mint it appears that the world’s 
production of gold between 1721 and 1870 
was 216,000,000 ounces, and that the world’s 
production of silver during the same time 
was 3,337,000,000 ounces, thus showing that 
the production of silver relatively to gold 
‘during this period of 150 years was in the 
ratio of about 16 to 1. During all this 
long period the ratio of the price of 
Silver to gold varied as between 14 14-10 in 
1760 to 16 25-100 in 1813, fluctuations hardly 
more serious than we have seen in recent 
years in the price of demand sterling 
drafts on London, considering the condi. 
tion of Europe when those fluctuations 
took place. Of course, ‘during this long 
period there were great fluctuations in the 
relative output of the mines of gold and 
silver, the details of which would be too 
burdensome for an article of this nature; 
suffice it to say, however, that as between 
1780 and 1820, a period of forty years, during 
which the operations of the American and 
French mints were in full force, the 
world’s output of gold was 20,832,000 ounces, 
and its output of silver was 1,026,561,00C 
ounces, Or in the ratio of nearly 50 to l, 
and still the lowest ratio against silver in 
this period was 16 25-100 in 1813. In the 
quinquennial period of 1871-75 the output 
of silver was as compared with that of 
gold about in the ratio of 11 to 1, as against 
16 to 1 for the 150 years between 1721 and 
1870, and as against 50 to 1 in the forty 
years between 1780 and 1820. And still, 
strange to say, this was the period that 
was selected in which to strike down 
silver on account of its overproduction 
relatively to that of gold. The produc. 
tion of silver from 1871 to 1893 has been 
2,166,000,000 ounces and that of gold 127,000,. 
000 ounces, or in the ratio of about 17 to l, 
but the ratio of price has fallen from 
16 25-100 in 1813, at a time when the pro- 
duction was about 50 to 1, to 26 49-100, 
when the production was about 17 to 1. 
Can anything, then,be clearer than that the 
decline in the price of silver is absolutely 
due to its banishment from the mints and 
its deprivation of the imperial function 
of unlimited legal tender money of ulti- 
mate redemption. No inherent vice has 
been shown in the metal and its apparent 
debasement is due to human legislation. 
and to that alone. Can this be more clear- 
ly demonstrated than by the course of the 
market when, under the action of the 
Indian council closing the Indian mints 
to free coinage, silver fell in ten days 
in June, 1898, from 38% pence to 30 pence 
per ounce, or over 20 per cent, and the 
ratio was changed from 24 33-100 to 81 43-100, 
a change greater than had taken place in 
centuries; and will any advocate of the 
Single gold standard assert that this radi- 
cal change in few days of June, 
1893, Was brought about by increased pro- 
duction or cheapened methotls? I think not. 
As to Ratio. 
great many so-called bimetallists 
however, tell us that they are perfectly 
willing to open the mints to free coinage 
provided the amount of silver in the dollar 
will always se:] for its bullion value in 
gold. This is keeping the word of promise 
to the ear and break: ng it to the hope. A 
legal ratio will either keep the relative 
price of gold and stable or it will 
not, and if the legal ratio does not keep 
the price stable there will be no silver 
currency, for if the ratio be established 
at, say 30 to 1; all silver coins will cease 
to be legal tender if the legal ratio drops 
to 33 to 1, and if the legal ratio rises to 
27 to 1 all silver coins will seek the melt- 
ing pot to be coined at the lower ratio. So 
that if the establishment of a legal ratio 
does not make the price stable we will 
have no silver currency, and if the estabe 
lishment of such a ratio ‘does make the 
price stable what difference does it make 
if we re-establish the old ratio of 16 to l or 
adopt the one now existing in the markets 
of the world that has been brought about 
by artificial means? 
“This communication 
yond the proprieties 
this nature and the 
subject must be. my excuse 
much of your valuable space. In con 
clusion I can only express my surprise 
that Mr. Atkinson should differ so 
cally from Mr. Giffen, the well-known 
chief of the statistical department the 
British board of trade, probably the most 
determined and uncompromising champion 
of monometallism in England, the 
causes.of the decline in the general level 
of values. In a statistical paper of ex- 
ceptional interest read by Mr. Giffen be- 
fore the Royal Statistical Society in Lon- 
don in 1888, he not merely accepted, but 
Proclaimed with marked emphasis the 
proposition that gold had notably gone up 
in purchasing power; that the increase 
was continuing and was likely to continue, 
and that this increase in the purchasing 
power of gold gives the true explanation 
of the fall in the price of commodities 
generally. This quotation as to the views 
of Mr. Giffen is taken from the monograph 
entitled ‘Bimetallism and Monometallism,'’ 
by the Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, arche 
bishop of Dublin, and is simply given to 
show how the great champions of the 
single gold siandard differ as to the 
causes that have brought about the gen- 
eral decline in the price of commodities 
generally. And in closing this already too 
lengthy communication I will simply quote 
the words of the English historian, Mac- 
aulay to the effect that ‘if large financia! 
interests were interested in denying the 
fact of the attraction of gravitation that 
most obvious of physical facts would pe 
ably disputed.’

DEATH IN THE AIR. 


A changeable climate is the most exciting 
cause of pneumonia.

Macon, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)—Judge 
Griggs has confirmed the sale of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida railroad at 33,- 
000,000 to the bondholders’ committee.

Murdered by His Wife.

murder of her husband, Alexander Merritt.

bush. She then attempted to wash the 
bloo@ off the ax, and scoured the floor of 
ihe house t@earemove the stains of blood. 
Yhe next morning, Thursday, a negro girl 
came to the house to hire Merritt to work 
for her father, and the wo 1 told her 
that her husband had left t house a few 
moments before to go some distance. The 
woman was scouring the blood from the 
floor when the girl called. After the girl 
left the woman locked up the house and 
came to Macon. On yesterday a woman, 
Frances Moon, and others, had their atten- 
tion attracted by buzzards, and on investi- 
gating as to the cause, found the badly 
decomposed body of Merritt under the holly 
bush. The buzzards had consumed a large 
portion of the body. The body had no ap- 
parel except a night shirt. The coroner’s 
inquest today revealed the above facts. Tha 
matter was reported to Sheriff Westcott. 
He was told that the Woman was seen 
this mrorning walking on the Macon and 
Dublin railroad. He sent Deputies Jobson 
and Stephan in pursuit and thev arrested 
her a few miles from the city and brought 
her to jail.

HID BER AWAY IN GAINESVILLE. 


The Abductor Areested Yesterday 
Morning in Atlanta. 


THOUGHT SH2 HAD BEEN MURDERED 


Searching Parti s Had Covered the Moun- 
tains About Her Home, Thinking 
To Find Her Body There. 


Mary Bryson, the young girl of Franklin, 
N. C., who was supposed to have been 
mysteriously murdered three weeks ago, 
turned up in an unexpected way yesterday 


through the arrest of R. A. Henry, cap- 
tured just before 12 o’clock by Detective 


Cason. 

In the disappearance of the girl and the 
capture of the young man comes a sensa- 
tion startling and strange. 

When James Bryson, an old and well- 
known farmer of the Tar Heel State, 
learns this morning that his daughter, for 
whom he has grieved as dead, has at last 
been found, his joy will be great, but when 
he hears at the same time that it was 
her brother-in-law who was responsible for 
her absence and who maneuvered the bold 
abduction, his rage will rise high. 

When caught yesterday Henry had just 
returned from a visit to a sister of the 
girl whom he had enticed from home. She 
was lamenting the mysterious disappear- 
ance of Mary ‘and asked the young man 
go return to (Franklin to help in the 
search, but in heartless duplicity Henry 
watched her weep and pretended to share 
the sorrow. 

The story is queer. 

Three weeks ago there ‘disappeared from 
her home in Macon county, North Caro- 
lina, one of the prettiest and most popuwar 
girls of the place. She was the daughter 
of a prosperous farmer, a man ot strict 
religious convictions and Puritanic princi- 
ples. Mary Bryson was a schoolgirl six- 
teen years old and her fresh face and 
charming manner had endeared her to 
all who knew her in that quaint little town 
of Franklin. 

Just after supper one night she informed 
her parents that she was going to the 
house of a friend to spend the night. It 
Was some disance to the place and her 
father ofiered to go with her, but she 
laughed at the idea of fear and hastened 
from the house. 

Next morning it was expected 
would return, but she came not. 
went by and still she did not come. Then 
her parents became alarmed. They were 
svore alarmed to know that she had never 
reached the place where she had told 
them she wouid be for the night.

Among 
the three at home one was married, but 
the strict integrity of her father did not 
approve of ithe wayward course of the 
husband and a separation was effected. 

44iis husband was a young man of 
twenty-five years of age, with a light 
brown mustache and an appearance 
told of his reckless and daring nature. 
After separation from his wife he had 
moved to Asheville, where he was ene- 
gaged in the detective business. 

Did Not Suspect His Son-in-Law. 

When ‘Mary Bryson disappeared her 
father cast not a glint of suspicion on his 
son-in-law. Henry he knew to be wild, 
but he could not dream that he would be 
connected in any way with the disappear- 
ace. It was a crime greater than his 
puritanic nature could Conceive of. The 
fact that Henry had anything to do with 
the affair never entered his head. 

Sut there was one who did think that 
the young man was connected with the 
strange departure. His wife had noticed 
that there was some understanding between 
her husband and her little sister Mary 
lone before their separation; so without 
telling her parents, she wrote to Chief Con- 
rolly, asking that the man be located and 
watched, as she had heard that he was in 
Atlanta. 

When Henry Was Arrested, 

So it happened that Henry, who has 
been at work on the government building 
at the exposition grounds, was arrested 
yesterday by Detective Cason then came out 
the full stery of the abduction. 

On the night that the girl was missed 
Henry had come from Asheville. As she 
left home he met her. It is forty miles 
to any railroad frem Franklin and the pair 
welked twenty miles during the night, 
striking a cc@gh for Tallulah the next 
morning.

JUDGE BECK PRESIDES. 


He Occupies the Seat of Judge Rich- 
ard H. Clark. * 

Judge Marcus W. Beck, of Flynt cir- 
cuit, the youngest Superior court judge in 
the state, presided yesterday for Judge 
Richard Clark, who is probably the oldes: 
judge in active work. 

It was an unusual sight. Solicitor Hill 
was on hand to recall the usual proceed- 
ings of the court and called Judge Beck's 
attention to the- case of Charles Simons, 
charged with the murder of Pearl Harper. 

A number of persons who came into tne 
courtroom and saw the young judge upon 
the bench did not know that court wars. 
in session, as they failed to see the fa- 
Miliar face of Judge Ciark. It was only 
when the bailiffs spoke to them and sug- 
gested that the removal of headwear waz 
the proper thing for courtrooms did they 
realize that Judge Beck was presiding. 

There is lacking in him no _ judicial 
dignity or grace of bearing, but it has been 
So long since any one vut Judge Clark 
opened court in the spring term that he 
was naturally looked for. 

The story of the killing of the Harper 
woman was told by the witnesses for the 
State and the connecting link used was 
the love of Simons for her. Suspicion fel! 
at once upon him, and though he stoutly 
denied his guilt, he was placed under ar- 
rest. The state concluded its testimony 
shortly after noon and the evidence for 
the defense was begun. 

An attempt was made to- prove an alibi 
for Simons. Every effort was made to 
do this. Simons is represented by J. E. 
Robinson and the speech for the defense 
was pitched on this line. Mr. Robinson 
made a strong effort for his client and 
took up the witnesses for the state anc 
argued the motive in their testimony. He 
was speaking when court adjourned unti] 
this morning, when he will conclude and 
Solicitor Hill will. make the closing argu- 
ment for the state,

Railway Inspects the Line. 


HE WILL PUT ON EXTRA SECTION HANDS 


The Annual Spring Cleaning Is on Hand. 
Other News and Gossip of 
the Roads. 


Genera] Roadmaster Jonn -A. Dodson, of 
the Southern railway, is in the city. 

Mr. Dodson was recently promoted to the 
position he now holds from a similar posi- 
tion with only the eastern system of the 
Southern, and this is his first visit of 
inspection over the two systems of the con- 
solidated lines. 

He will within the next few weeks put 
on extra large forces of hands in all the 
various section gangs fer the purpose of 
Starting off the regular spring and sum- 
mer work of improvement of the roadway 
that all the roads have to go through with 
as the seasons come and go. It is the gen- 
eral custom among raijlroads to increase 
the forces of section hands in the early 
spring and work them through the sum- 
mer, this being the best time of the year 
for the work of improving the roadbed. 

It is next to impossible to do any grading 
or improving in the winter, when the rains, 
Snows and all manner of bad weather 
prevent such work to 
Therefore, the railways always cut down 
the force when the fall and winter season 
comes on and increase them again in the 
sprirg. 

When the southern bought the Richmond 
and Danville Mr. Dodson was put in charge 
of the work of keeping up the roadway of 
the eastern system. This position he ac- 
cepted, resigning the place of superintend- 
ent in Atlanta to do so. A week ago he 
was made general roadmaster of the entire 
mileage of the Southern and now has the 
responsibility of keeping in good shape all 
the lines and branches of the greatest and 
most extensive railroad in the south. 

Mr. Dodson went out to the exposition 
grounds yesterday to see what will have to 
be done by the Southern in the matter of 
constructing terminal sidetracks and the 
depot there. 

The Southern will build a double track 
line to the grounds, starting from the rear 
of the Markham house in the city. 


SOUTHERN OFFICIALS CONFER. 


They Are Shaping Up the Schedules 
for the Spring and Summer. 
The officials of the Southern railway have 
been holding a conference with respect to 

schedules for the summer. 

Captain W. H. Green, general superin- 
tendent,, was in the city yesterday on his 
way back to Washington, after going over 
the road in this section of country for the 
purpose of ascertaining what schedules will 
be most desirable for the season. 

He had a conference with Superintendent 
Beauprie and Assistant General Passenger 
Agent Hardwick last Saturday and they 
talked over the matter, but left nothing in 
definite shape as yet. 

It is probable that the through train be- 
tween Cincinnati and Jacksonville will be 
continued during the summer, though this 
has not been definitely determined yet. The 
train was put on the first of the winter 
Season to accommodate the large traffic 
caused by the influx of northern visitors to 
the Florida resorts. It is the usual winter 
train that these lines have always run in 
the winter, but never before has the train 
been continued through the summer 
months,

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IMPORTANT RAILROAD DECISION. 


State Statutes Apply 
ments Within the State. 
Washington, April 29.—A case involving 
an important question of the application 
of railroad rates Was decided by the 
Supreme court today in an opinion ren-s 
dered by Mr. Justice Brewer. It came di- 
rect to the supreme court on a writ of 
error from the court of Milam county, 
Texas,and in itself was not important, but 
settling the principle at stake made it 
notable. It was the case of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe Railroad Company 

versus Hffley & Lewis. : 

Disposing of the case, Justice Brewer 
said that a statute of Texas requiring 
railroad companies to deliver freight at 
the price named in the bill of lading, under 
penalty of damages prescribed im the law, 
was inapplicable to interstate shipment, 
Since the“passage of the interstate com- 
merce law, which forbids railroad com- 
panies to charge, collect or receive for 
freight on such shipment, any other. 
either greater or less, sum than 
that named in the tariffs which they were 
required to publish. The state. statute 
can apply only to shipments wholly witn- 
in the state. The judgment of the county 
court was reversed and the case remanded 
for further proceedings in conformity to 
the application.

It is believed that 
they will blockade other ports or push 
into the interior, and capture Managua, 
the capital, and then dictate terms.

Any nation has the 
power to designate its ports of entry 
and close them at will. The landing of 
goods at Corinto now would be smug- 
gling and the payment of duties to the 
British would not alter the fact.

It is in the power 
of Nicaragua to close every port or re- 
peal her entire tariff law, so as to admit 
all goods free of duty. She would also 
have the right to declare an embargo on 
imports from all nations, except those 
| which she is barred by treaty from ex- 
cluding. Goods from the United States 
would not be excluded, because the 
existing treaty prevents it, but imports 
from Great Britain may be excluded 
hecause the latter country is waging 
war upon Nicaragua and has thus abro- 
gated the treaties between them. 

This is Senator Morgan’s view, but 
the hewspapers cite a case in Mexico 
when the diplomatic relations between 


rupted, and an insurrection was in pro- 
gress. At that time British goods paid 
duties at one of the ports in the hands 
of the insurgents, and then paid a sec- 
ond time in the interior to the regular 
government. The United States inter- 
vened, and the Mexicans were foreed to 
acknowledge the principle that duties

Compulsory Coinage and Purchase of 
Bullion, 

A correspondent writes to say that he 
is in favor of the general principle of 
free coinage, but is somewhat puzzled 
by the failure of the Bland-Allison act 
and the Sherman law of 1890 to affect 
the price of silver. 

The real purpose of those two laws 
was not to add to the value of silver, 
but to add to the volume of money in 
circulation. But when the Sherman 
bill became a law, the price of silver 
rose to $1.20 an ounce in all the mar- 
kets of the world. The British govern- 
ment met this rise by issuing rupee 
paper. Instead of coining silver at the 
Indian mints they issued paper, and this 
was effectual. It put a temporary end 
to the demand for bullion on Indian ae- 
eount. 

This, of course, was a mere expedi- 
ent, and, in the nature of things, could 
have been only temporary in its effects 
if there had been anything in the Sher- 
fman law calculated to increase the 
value of silver, but the purchase and 
storage of bullion could, in the end, 
only have the effect of camsing a de- 
cline in the value of silver. The Bland- 
Allison act only gave value to the bul- 
lion that it coined into money. The ef- 
fect of both these laws was not to pre- 
vent the decline of silver, but to add to 
the volume of our currency and thus 
prevent the effects of the fall in silver 
from being suddenly and severely felt.

“Whenever the coinage of the metal 
is net free, all the uncoined metal re- 
mains in the market—it is for sale; 
whereas, what has been coined is no 
longer in the market and serves for buy- 
ing. Yes, it serves for buying because 
it is legal tender, but it cannot stand the 
ordeal of fire.” 

In brief the free coinage of the metal 
takes it out of the market. It no longer 
bas a price, it registers prices and ex- 
presses values,

The Baltimore Sun ealls attention to 
a bumptious protest in some quarters, 
north and west, against southern school 
histories which give the story of the 
war from the southern point of view.

THE NICARAGUA CASE, 


New York Tribune: It there be imbecile 
diplomacy in Washington this outrage at 
Corinto will pass without’ observation and 
without remonstrance. If there be com- 
mon sense and courageous action, Great 
Britain will be immediately warned that 
she has violated her treaty engagements 
with the United States and that congress 
will be called upon to abrogate the Clayton- 
Bulwer convention. The refusal of the 
British foreign office to submit its claims 
against Nicaragua to arbitration, and the 
wanton invasion of Corinto by the blue- 
jackets from the fleet, are crimes against 
civilization. A great government which de- 
mands of a weak nation a large indemnity 
for grievances that it refuses to settle by 
arbitration is acting the part of a bully and 
a brigand. That is what England is doing, 
and apparently with the consent of the 
state department.

Mr, Kimball’s Remains toe to New 
York Last Night for Interment. 


THE FUNERAL SERVICES YESTERDAY 


Much Sadnessin Atlanta Over the An- 
nouncement of His Death—Tributes 
from His Old Friends. 


The funeral of Mr, H, I. Kimball occur- 
red at his brother’s residence in Brookline, 
near Boston, yesterday afternoon. 

The remains were sent to New York last 
night at 7 o'clock, and the interment will 
occur this morning in Gfeenwood ceme- 
tery in that city. 

The funeral wa a very quiet one, 
Only immediate relatives of the deceased 
were present, Those present were his 
brother’s family, his wife, two daughters 
and son, Mr, H. I. Kimball, Jr, The fu- 
neral services were very short, and were 
condcted by Rev. Dr, Hanen, pastor of the 
Brookline Methodist church. 

The interment at Greenwood cemetery this 
morning will be quite largely attended. 
Mr. Kimball had many friends in New 
York, and they will be present beside the 
grave today to pay the last tribute of 
respect. Among those present at the inter- 
ment will be several Atlanta friends of the 
dead man. Ex-Governor Bullock will be 
among those who will attend the burial. 
Governor Bullock arrived in New York 
yesterday at noon and remained there for 
the funeral, 

The Constitution’s announcement of the 
death of Mr, Kimball created widespread 
sorrow yesterday. The announcement in 
The Constitution was the first that was 
known of the sad event, and every one 
who knew of the life work of the great 
man expressed deep sorrow at his demise 
Express:ons of regret were general among 
those who knew him best. Those who 
were engaged with him in the many devel- 
opment enterprises were deeply touched by 
his taking off and had much to say about 
his admirable character and remarkable 
achievements, 

It was suggested yesterday by several 
that it would be highly appropriate for the 
citizens of Atlanta to erect a monument 
to commemorate the work of the man who 
did such great good in the development 
of this city, He loved Atlanta, and nothing 
Was dearer to his heart than the prog- 
ress and growth of the city. He devoted 
the best years of his life to enterprises 
which helped to make the city great, and 
reaped from all his labors very little pe- 
cuniary reward. It is. not unlikely that 
the suggestion to erect a monument to rig 
memory will be acted on. 

From His Old Friends. 


“It was sad news to m®,”’ remarked Coloe- 
nel B. F. Abbott yesterday when he was 
speaking of the death of Mr. Kimball. “I 
knew that gentleman almost immediately 
after he came to Atlanta, and was more or 
less intimately associated with him frem 
that day up to the time he went away from 
Atlanta last. He was one of the most emage 
getic, pushing, plucky men I ever knew, 
and I know that I will only be repeating 
what many of Atlanta’s business men who 
were more intimately acquainted with him 
than I was, when I say that he did lots 
more for the city than any one in it during 
the time he lived here.’’ 

‘““The first I knew of Mr. Kimball,” said 
Captain Robert Douglas, ‘‘was away back 
in the ’70s quite early. I think he was in 
the south then for the first time, and he 
made friends rapidly and they were friends 
who never left his side when he needed 
them. It didn’t take people long to realize 
that he was a fine financial engineer, and 
every scheme he advanced was backed up 
by the people as soon as they realized that 
they had in him a man who could ac- 
complish anything he undertook.” 

Colonel Adair Was His Friend. 

“There are many reasons,”’ said Colonel 
G. W. Adair, ‘“‘why I should remember H. 
I. Kimball. In the first place, I was one of 
the first men who knew him after he came 
to the city, and it was more than once that 
he came to me seeking information for 
other people from the north and east who 
were seeking investments through him. I 
never knew that man to deceive or play 
any one false. He was one of the warmest 
hearted and most impulsive gentlemen I 
ever knew, and there never was ‘the day 
in his life that he would not do anything 
in his power for the advancement of his 
friend. Especially was he anxious to see 
atlanta grow and become one of the towns 
ot the south, and more than once tefore 
the public ever thought of it, he unfolded 
his plans to me and talked them over with 
me, seeking information, more than ad- 
vice, for he was one of those men who 
never sought advice and who rarely need- 
ed it, so great were the resources of his 
mind. I remember when he started the Kim- 
ball there were few people in the city who 
were not inclined to laugh at the plan, so 
extensive was it. But we all know how 
quickly the entire people of Atlanta sent 
for him to build the house again after the 
fire. The building of the first house was 
a surprise to the people of Atlanta, 
but when that house, which was then 
the finest in the south, went down, Atlanta 
found what she had lost and went to work 
thinking of one to take its place. It was 
quickly found that it would be no easy 
thing to replace the house. One reason, and 
the big one then, was that money was 
scarce just then and was hard to find, and 
the finding required the work of a mighty 
good man. I remember most distinctly how 
a few of us thought the matter over, or, 
rather, talked it, and how simultaneously 
we all mentioned the name of Kimball as 
the man to do the work, It didn’t take 
those who had the matter in hand long to 
call on him, and every one in the south 
knows what he did towards making the 
house a certainty within a very short time 
after he came to Atlanta, Just now I think, 
and I have often thought it since the 
house was rebuilt, that there is not an. 
other man in the country who could havé 
done what H, I, Kimball did for Atlanta at 
that time.” 

He Loved Atlanta. 

‘‘My recollections of Mr, Kimball,”” remark- 
ed Judge Anderson, ‘“‘are of the pleasantest 
and most delightful character. I never saw 
one more imbued with love for a town or 
devotion to its interests than he. I often 
thought that he was one of the few men 
in the world who could bring with him 
the combined influence of all the people he 
knew when any great task was. needed, 
a task requiring the cumbined efforts of @ 
community.” 

“My first recollection of Mr. Kimball,” 
said Mr. J. H. James, ‘“‘was in the early 
‘70s, it may have been in the latter ‘60's 
He was then not only one of the most ac- 
tive and energetic young men I had ever 
seen, but he was very handsome and car-~- 
ried always one of the most pleasant ad- 
dresses one could desire. He appeared to 
have the power to make friends at once 
out of all he met and he never forgot a 
friend. I expect I had occasion to Know 
lots about Mr. Kimball, as I was at one 
time connected with two or three of his 
best and largest deals, and I assert right 
now that there was a degree of honesty 
about that man that is rarely seen in this

without honor amongst you.” 

It Was a Gem. 

Mr. Bowles’s Atlanta friends knew he 
was capable of success in almost every 
line—he thad demonstrated this time and 
again—but they had not thought of him in 
the role of an orator. But in the language 
of the boy in the top gallery, who grew en- 
thusiastic, ‘“‘he’s all right.”

Wheat bulls have had the best week in 
over two ycars—qa strong, healthy, rising 
market, with the commission business the 
heaviest, Chicago advices say, ever known. 
New York has been a heavy buyer in that 
market and the big bear operators there, 
so long successful, have, for the time be- 
ing at least, been beaten in the specula- 
tive market. Those men are Pardridge, 
Ream, Linn and a few other operators of 
that caliber and admitted sagacity, who 
have traded so long on the short side that 
they became wedded to it, and, in conse- 
quence, having lost some of the big money 
made on the great decline from 189k The 
short interest which these men keep in the 
market is a favorable feature, from the 
bull point of view, and helps to keep the 
market in a healthy condition, The fol- 
lowing compares western receipts of grain 
last week with those of the week before 
and the corresponding period a year ago:

The speculative wheat situation has not 
changed at all since May wheat sold 
around 57 cents, when, after the long ad- 
herence to the bear side, a necessity of 
conditions, this paper advised the pur- 
chase of wheat.

“Some time ago it was remarked in this 
column that if speculation shuuld get into 
the market there would be only way for 
it to go—up, The speculation has ma- 
terialized and prices are rising. Reactions 
will come, of course, but on each one 
wheat will be a purchase, It is the specu- 
lative, not the legitimate, situation which 
is making prices now. Bullish sentiment 
dominates the market. The public is buy- 
ing. We may add as to the legitimate 
situation that it is not without its favor- 
able features. Receipts have been light, 
nor can it longer be said that the falling 
off is due more to farm work than to small 
invisible supplies. The amount of wheat 
back in the country has undoubtedly been 
overestimated by the popular judgment. 
Moreover, Prime, the crop expert, says 
that the large amount of wheat which has 
been fed to stock this year is now being 
reflected by the light movement. [specially 
encouraging to the holder is the falling off 
in northwestern receipts of spring wheat. 
It is the first time in two years that the 
spring wheat movement has not been a 
dead weight on the market,” 

We believe now that on any bulge to- 
day (Monday) profits should be taken, but 
that wheat should be bought on the weak 
days. Sharp setbacks are to be expected, 
especially in the event of general and 
heavy rains at the west, These are badly 
needed. There has been a month of al- 
most continuous dry weather. Another 
week of that condition would be a serious 
thing. Already the drought has impaired 
the crop outlook and it may be necessary 
to modify previous estimates of the yield 
of winter wheat. Among the past week’s 
favorable features were a light interior 
movement, a good milling demand, an in- 
creased foreign demand, fair exports and 
a material decrease in the visible sup- 
plies. The latter statement today, how- 
ever, is likely to show a far greater re. 
duction in the burdensome visible. The 
situation outside of this country continues 
bearish, of course. Exporting countries 
continue to send out large quantities of 
wheat to western Europe. The latter's 
estimated requirements per week are put 
at 6,700,000 busheis, Last week what are 
called European | supplies—that is, the 
weekly shipmentS to Europe—footed up 
nearly 8,000,000 bushels. Russia sent out 
2,250, 000, Argentine 1,750,000). India about 
250.000 bushels, a total of those exporting 
countries of about 4,750,000 bushels, ‘There 
may be some engguragement, however, in 
the fact that exports from Argentine were 
lighter last week:than the week before, 
and in the fact that their tendency is to 
compare less favorably with the movement 
of a vear ago. The Russian shipments, on 
the other hand, are quite discouraging. 
Last week Beerbohm sent out a very bull- 
ish estimate of Argentine’s exportable sur- 
plus for the current yeai—about 32,000,000 
bushels. Since January Ist that country 
has exported 2,500,000 bushels Jess than jn 
the corresponding period in 1894. The crop 
situation in Europe is favorable, as a 
whole, good accounts coming from France, 
Germany and Austro-Hungary. 

Wheat lifted the corn market out of a 
rut. Although it was stated that corn 
for the new crop was going rapidly into 
the ground with the latter in very good 
condition, toward the close of the week, 
the drought talk (with the memory of last 
summer's disaster still fresh in the specu- 
lative mind) made shorts. very uneasy, and 
there was a rush to cover. A bad start 
for the new crop would mean a tremen- 
dous advance in the price. Receipts have 
been a little larger than expected, Oats 


-sympathized with corn, as they do nearly 


always. Their surroundings are inherent- 
ly bearish, wut speculation would cause a 
rise with other products, Receipts of 
hogs have been larger than looked for. 
Thev have tended to depress provisions. 
On weak spots, however, the latter look 


like a purchase. nee

The meeting will be held in parlor 10 
of the Kimball, and the manufacturers 
will make the occasion a very pleasant one 
by indulging in a delightful luncheon while 
discussing the matters that will .come be- 
foro the meeting. 

Chairman J. D. Turner, of the iocal com- 
mitfee on arrangements, and Secretary 
T. H. Martin, sent out a number of cards 
of invitation to the manufacturers of At- 
lanta and vicinity and others interested 
fn promoting the convention yesterday and 
there will be a good-sized gathering at 
the Kimball this morning. 

The arrangements for the 
vention are well-nigh complete, but there 
are certain details that as yet un- 
finished... These will be talked over and set- 
tled upon today. The local manufacturers 
are extremely hopeful of great results from 
the convention of next week, which is to 
spend two days discussing matters of vital 
interest an@ importance to manufacturers 
ef.the state. 

Secretary Martin has received responses 
to the invitations sent out a few days ago 
from several hundred manufacturers and 
there is every prospect of a large and en- 
thusiastic attendance. Every manufacturer 
in the state seems to have fallen heartily 
into sympathy with the movement and Mr.

Issue with Governor Turney. 

Editor Constitution—In the interview 
Which Mr, Moran, representing your pa- 
per, had with Governor Turney in regard 
to his contest with Mr. Evans. published 
in your Sunday issue, of the 21st instant, 
the. governor saw proper, rather than com- 
piain of anything I had done or said pend- 
ing the contest proceedings, to arraign me 
on a charge Of thirty-live years’ standing, 
and which, unless my memory plays me 
some trick, is a pure fulmination of the 
distinguished gentieman’s vivid imagina- 
tion. 

Governor Turney then assures the inter- 
viewer that he could have controlled me 
in the Evans contest, and had me on his 
Sice if he had desired. { beg leave to say, 
modestly, that I have not made much r: p- 
utation in oes for being controlled. 
Certainly Overnor Turney, during the 
forty-five years of our relations, has not 

in that direction. 
When the kindest relations existed be- 
tween us his father, just home from the 
United States semwate, became a candidate 
for the legislature on the disunion side, in 
1351 or "Sz. There were two candidates— 
Stamps and Ariledzge—opposing him, and 
the night before the election IJ, as a union 
man, induced Stamps to withdraw and 
Arledge was elected. This was rather a 
bad start which the governor made in 
controling me. 

In 1560,. when Governor Turney was a 
candidate for a seat in the convention, ad- 
vocating disunion he knows fuil well that 
I had much to do in bringing out my law 
partner and kinsman, Albert S. Marks, 
afterwards governor of Tennessee, and 
that I bent every energy to encompass his 
defeat. 

Long after the war, when he 
to revive secession in a public speech, 
printed and widely circulated, declaring 
that it was still a living issue, he certain- 
ly will remember that he did not control 
my pen or speech, and as evidence that he 
failed to do so I refer him to the two ex- 
tracts from Judge Story commented on 
in my reply, whicn made a breach in our 
relations. 

Now, if Governor Turney can find a sin- 
gle Treputable citizen of Tennessee. wno 
will say he could have controlled me to 
take sides with him and his coal oil schem- 
ers in their effort to scize fhe office of 
governor, together with its emoluments 
and patronage, I shall be obliged if he will 
name him. , 

I never thought of, nor do I believe 
Judge Marchbanks ever thought of arrest- 
ing Turney. I shall now proceed to pre- 
gent the circumstantial evidence against 
this scandal of thirty-five years’ standing,

1, Judge Marchbanks was a democrat 
and a tnorough southern man, so strong 
that he was afterwards confined in the 
penitentiary by the federals, and really 
died of a broken heart over the mistor- 
tunes of the south. 

2, This remarkable story places me in 
the attitude of knowing, not only that 
there was a letter in tne postoffice ad- 
dressed to ‘Turney, but aiso that it con- 
tuined a commission to Turney as colonel, 

3. ‘Lurney expected “‘houriy’ to be ar- 
rested when the grand jury had not been 
charged, and all the judge had said to 
him was that he hoped it would not be 
necessary for him to charge the grand 
jury on the question, li there was any- 
thing to be inferred from the language of 
the judge, as repeated by Governor Tur- 
ney, it was that he would not do so, and 
yet Turney expected ‘hourly’. to be ar- 
rested, and only saved himself by a shrewd 
retainer, Which kept me from disclosing 
what the sealed letter in the postotfice con- 
tained. 

4. Judge his 
everlasting credit, administered the law 
as he tound it, and was neyer Known to 
consort With its violators to conceal crime, 
or to shirk responsibility, however grave 
and serious it might be. 

5. ‘Curney and 1 were both lawyers and 
knew that the statute which made treason 
a penitentiary office likewise made the 
eoncealed knowledge of it a penitentiary 
offense, and that the provision requiring 
a divulgence of it to some state official 
imposed a higher duty upon the citizen 
than could possibly exist by virtue ot any 
retainer. 

The only court held at Winchester before 
Turney’s regiment left for Virginia begun 
on the fourth Monday in March, 1861. Tur- 
ney’s regiment was organized in April, 
and on the 12th day of that month Fort 
Sumter was*tired on. in. March it was 
as well known in Franklin county that 


Marchbanks, be it said to 


“Turney was raising a regiment as it was 


the day it marched to the tront. There 
was no concealment of it, In fact, Frank- 
lin county was so intensely secession that 
when the state, in February, voted against 
secession, Franklin county, under Tur- 
ney’s influence at a public meeting, adopt- 
ed a_ resolution to the effect that if the 
state did not secede /}'ranklin county 
would. Turney’s regiment—its organiza- 
tion through the months of March and 
April—was ag well Known as ‘that a4 pro- 
visional government had been formed at 
Montgomery, 

But I now propose to show by indisput- 
able facts that this story, supposed to be 
resurrected aiter thirty-five years of sleep, 
is absolutely without foundation.” Every 
living man who remembers the intense 
war feeling in Franklin county before amd 
after Turney’s regiment was organized, 
will bear me witness that any such 
tempt tocircumvent Turney and have 
arrested would have consigned the perpe- 
trator to infamy and, perhaps, to tne fury 
of the mob. Such was the general feel- 
ing that I found it necessary to rescue 
more than one man from th® mob. It is 
manifest that an attempt ,to indict and 
disgrace the leader would at once have be- 
come public, and Surely Turney would 
have turned on me when the need of 
secrecy was removed, and he at the head 
of a military command. Governor Tur- 
ney knows full well that, during the pe- 
riod of which he speaks, when he so much 
needed my services, there couldn't have 
been a grand jury organized in Franklin 
conetvy tnat would have dared indict him. 

Now two facts will show that neither 
the people, nor Turney himself, became 
displeased at anything I did. A conven- 
tion was afterwards held at Winchester 
to nominate a candidate for the confed- 
erate congress. Turney. was a candidate 
and his friends urged his claims with 
great vigor. was not a candidate, but 
was nominated by the convention over an 
earnest protest. I was elected and the 
members of Turney’s regiment, to a man, 
voted for me. 

After the war was over Turney 
home from the army and =I from Rich- 
mond, He proposed a partnership and 
we were, for a time, partners in the prac- 
tice of the law, and our friendly relations 
existed unintermuiptedly until his effort to 
revive and the f

United States geological survey in the gov- 
ernment exhibit of minerals at the Cotton 
States and International expesition, is in 
the city making arrangements for the col- 
lection and installation of the exhibit. He 
will keep a number of men traveling on this 
business and proposes to make the exhibit 
one of exceptionally high character. He 
says it will be easy in a very short time to 
collect material enough to fill four times 
the space, which is by no means small, and 
it will be absolutely necessary tu make the 
exhibit in a degree select in order to get 
a fair representation of the resources of 
the country within the display. Ifor this 
reason it will be a high honor even to be 
admitted to the mineral] display. 

It is not intended to confine the exhibit 
to properties already opened and in opera- 
tion, for one of the obiects of. the exposi- 
tion is to present to tne world the value 
of the undeveloped as we!l as the developed 
resources of the south. Typical exhibits 
of all important mineral industries will 
be admitted. The exhibit will be to a de- 
gree educational from the fact that the 
pyramids of raw materials will 
be accompanied by pyramids of 
the manufactured products from 
the raw material. For example, three 
or four different products received from 
bauxite, including alum, aluminum and sul- 
phate of aluminum will be exhibited in 
cubes alongside of (1¥> bauxite in such 
masses as will show the amount of each 
product to be obtained from ae given 
mas of bauxite. The bauxite resources of 
Georgia and Carolina will be fully shown. 
Other raw materials will be treated in the 
same way. Operative exhibits will’ illus- 
trate the precesses of manufacture, For 
instance, the method of digging anthracite 
coal will be shown, 

Mr. Day proposes to have some foreign 
exhibits. These will be selected from ma- 
terials largely entering into the commerce 
of the United States. For example, a fine 
potash exhibit from German will show the 
extent to which that important product is 
used in commercial fertilizers. 

An exhibit of the nitrate industry of Chile 
will illustrate the value of that mineral 
in the manufacture of commercial fertiliz- 
ers. In like manner the phosphates cf 
South Carolina and Florida will be exhibit- 
ed in connection with the iron pyrites of 
Spain, Georgia and the Carolinas, as ma- 
terial from which commercial fertilizers are 
made. 
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WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


From the reports received by the weather 
bureau last night it was seen than an area 
of high pressure covered the ‘middle and 
north Atlantic states, and from that sec- 
tion westward the barometric pressure 
steadily decreased and centered in a low 
area over Kansas and Nebraska.

This warm area will move 
eastward in advance of the low, causing 
the temperature in Atlanta today to be

The Life of Will Myers Again Hangs in 
the Balance, 


A NEW TRIAL GIVEN TO HIM 


—_—_—_—_—_—_—— 


The Supreme Court Reversed Judge 
Clark’s Decision—The Story of the 
Case and the Decision. 


The supreme court yesterday reversed the 
decision of the superior court and granted 
William J. Myers, convicted of the murder 
of Forrest Crowley, a new trial. The full 
text of the supreme court’s decision is 
printed in the supreme court column. 

The case is one that has become known 
au over the country, and the horrible as- 
Sassination of Forrest Crowley in an out-of- 
the-way place hus taken its place in the 
ennais of murder histories as one of the 
most atrecious sacrifices of human life ever 
on record. 

-\s to whether Myers  committcd the 
ehocking murder is a question that is now 
thrown in issue again after the young man 
nas stood In the shadow of the gallows. 
The history of the case is well known. It 
was iast autumn that the affair occurred. 

Young Myers had always been regarded 
AS a model boy, and when his name was 
connected with the killing, there were many 


Whe refused to listen to such a statement, 
and there are many now who are still in 


doubt despite the decision of the jury in 


the superior court. 


ft was proved at the trial that Myers 
rode out to Westwood park with Crowley 
on the morning of the killing, having gone 
to Roswell the Saturday previous and re- 
turned with him to Atlanta on the follow- 
ing Monday. It was also shown that My- 
ers drove back alone. The circumstantial 
evidence against the young man was al- 
most overwhelming. He left the city and 


for three days not a trace of him was ob- 


tainable, but he was betrayed by a Ken- 
tucky barber, who dyed Myers’s hair. 
When Myers was brought back to Atlanta 
he was perfectly cool and collected. He 
denied the killing, and said that he had 
absolutely nothing to do with it, and said 


‘that Brown Allen was the man who per- 


petrated the crime. He told the story of 
a panel game in which he was the victim 
and Brown Allen the villain. He told how 
he was in Brown Allen’s power and gave 
him money and how Brown Allen wanted 
to buy mules, and was in charge of work 
near Westwood park. Myers, in his state- 
ment, testified that he saw Brown Allen 
and Crowley go over the fatal hill together, 
and that that was the last of Crowley. He 
said that he did not know Allen had killed 
Crowley, but that Allen had threatened to 


_ kill him (Myers) if he ever mentioned the 


drive. 

It was brought out by the state that My- 
ers had exhibited money after the kilil- 
ing and had bought new clothes, register- 
ing at Folsom's as C. D. Moerlein, Jr., and 
disposed of his watch at a pawnbroker’s un- 
der the same name. He was arrested at 
3 o'clock one morning in Cincinnati and 
the story was published to the extent 
of two columns and more in The Constitu- 
tion of the same date. It was the picture 
of Myers published in The Constitution 
that led to his identification as Moerline, 
Jr.. and it was a_ description of Myers, 
printed in The Cincinnati Enquirer, that 
gave Myers away to the barber. 

The Trial of Myers. 

The trial of the boy was one of the most 
remarkable that was ever held in Georgia. 
Every day for four days the courtroom was 
packed and jammed to suffocation. Women 
attended in scores and remained during the 
entire day. 

Throuchout, the battle was a hard-fought 
one. On both sides legal trlent of the best 
was interested. Only once during the en- 
tire time did Myers break down, and then 
attorney for the defendant, Myers. There 
were many sensational scenes connected 
with the affair. There has never lived an 
attorney more faithful to his client than 
was, and is, Mr. W. T. Moyers, leading 
attorney for the defendant, Myears. There 
has not been left unturned a single stone 
in the effort to clear Myers, and after- 
wards to have the supreme court reverse 
the decision. The work cf Mr. Moyers has 
been such that he is almost compleiely 
broken down under the strain. His speech 
at the trial was one of the most com- 
piete, in eloquence and argument, that has 
ever been delivered in tne courtrvom. 
What Three Interested Persons Say. 

Mr. Moyers would not talk of the dcci- 
sion. What he did say indicated that he 
had expected the result he has obtained in 
the reversal of Judge Clark’s decision. 

“TI am glad that there is a supreme court 
in Georgia,” was all that Mr. Moyers 
would say regarding the decision. 

Young Myers is, of course, thoroughly 
happy over the matter. He has been under 
a severe strain for months, and has always 
hoped for the best. He has believed that 
he would get a new trial, but expressed 
himself as willing to hang if the law was 
against him, despite the fact that he claims 
to be innocent. 53 

Mr. B. P. Myers, too, was fairly rejuven- 
ated over the decision. He went to the jail 
as soon as he learned of it and took the 
news to his son. He said that he had al- 
ways believed the supreme court wouid 
give his son justice, and that it was no 
more than he has all along anticipated as 
well as hoped for. 

Principal Points of the Decision. 

The first four paragraphs deal with the 
trial of a criminal case, and the minds of 
the jurors and as to the condition they 
should be in. This refers to Juror Hoff, 
who is suid to have made remarks to the 
effect that he would hang Myers if he had 
to stay om the jury fifty years. It is held 
by the supreme court that the “existence 
of mere cpnemeral expressions or opin- 
jons, either conceived, or produced upon the 
raind by reading newspaper reports or 
from hearing statements under oat’: or ru- 


mors or otherwise as to the causes and cir- 
cumstances attendant upon the homicide, 
is not necessarily inconsistent with such a 
state of mental neutrality as renders one 
legally competent to sit as a juror.’ 

The matter of the crowd in the courtroom 
is taken up and Judge Atkinson, the 
others concurring, ‘says that it is not 
necessary that there should be a multitude 
in the courtroom, though the prisoner is 
entitled to a public trial. 

An important portion of the decision fs as 
follows: 

“It does no violence to the constitutional 
prohibition against compelling a person 
accused of crime to give testimony tending 
in any manner to criminate himse!f, for an 
Officer to whose custody such a person is 
committed to take from the person of 
the accused any articles of apparel which 
may be material as evidence upon his 
trial; and if such officer, under such 
circumstances, take the shoes. of prisoner 
and compares them with certain tracks 
found near the scene of the alleged homi- 
cide he may testify to the result of his 
comparison, notwithstanding anu objection 
upon the ground that the evidence was il- 
lesally obtained.” 

This was given because Judge Clark re- 
fuscd to entertain evidence from the state 
because the shoes had been taken from 
Mycrs and used in fitting into the tracks. 

In Regard to Pawnbrokers. 

Paragraph 7 is as follows: 

“The testimony of a witness as to trans- 
actions occurring in his absence ovased 
upon information derived from others is 
hearsay ard upon objection made on that 
grounu should be exciuded. Where, there- 
fore, & Witness Who was a pawnbdroker 
testified that im his absence the accused, 
under an assumed name, deposited in his 
shop a certain watch, and it appeared 
that the witness spoke to that point solely 
upon information derived from an inspec- 
tion of his books, together with a2 certain 
pawn ticket introduced in evidence, such 
testimony was but hearsay and upon ob» 
jection should have been excluded.”’ 

Paragraph 8 refers to requests for a 
certain charge to be made to the jury 
and the supreme court holds that they 
should be disregarded. 

Paragraph 9 holds that confessions of 
guilt are always admissible unless im- 
properly obtained, but that declarations in 
his tavor are only admissible where, in 
point of time, their utterance is so nearly 
contemporaneous with the commission of 
the alleged cffense as to become a part 
of the res gestae. 

Paragraph 10 says: “It was error for the 
court to instruct the jury with reference 
to the testimony of a witness that ‘the 
mere fact that the reward was offered is 
not any evidence against the credibility 
of the witness; there must be something 
in connection therewith to show that the 
witness testified in view of the reward.’ ”’ 

Paragraph 11 refers to a portion of the 
judge’s charge, and paragraph 12 to matters 
that it Was not deemed necessary to pass 
upon.

Simmons, @. J.—1. Where one owning 
real estate sues out in due and legal form 
a dispossessery Warrant against another 
who entered as the tenant of a prior owner, 
and the warrant; in the absence of a coun- 
ter-affidavit and bond, is, by a proper of- 
ficer, duly executed and the ‘tenant evicted, 
the latter cannot, unless the warrant was 
sued out with malice and without probable 
cause, maintain against the plaintiff in 
the aisposSessory warrant an action for 
damages to or destruction of his business 
thus octasioned, there being no contractual 
relation betwéen himself and such plaint- 


2. It is not essential to the validity of a 
plea of justification that it should admit 
the existence of a right in the plaintiff 
which he alleges was violated by certain 
acts of the defendant, when the plea ad- 
mits that she defendant did all the acts 
complained of in the declaration as wrons- 
ful, and justifies the same. Accordingly, 
where the declaration’ alleged possesston 
by the plaintiff of certain premises under 
a contract ef rent or lease for a2 given term, 
and that he was unlawfully and wrongfully 
expelled “therefrom before the expiration 
of that term under a dispossessory war- 
rant sued out by the defendant, a plea ad-

Atkinson, J.--l. Courts are the agencies 

employed by crganized societies for the 
administration of laws designed for the 
protection of its members in the enjoy- 
ment of their rights; and as, by the organic 
law of the lanu, no person can be deprived 
of life, liberty or propcity except upon 
the judgment of his peers, it is the duty 
of the courts scrupulously to guard the 
right of trial by jury as one of the essen- 
tial incidents of our judicial system, and 
one the maintenance of which in its purity 
and integrity is necessary not only to the 
perpetuity of our institutions of govern- 
ment, but likewise to the protection of the 
liberties of the gore against the possible 
encroachments of arbitrary power. 
_ 2. Upon the trial of a criminal case, the 
mind of every person chosen as a juror 
should be at the time of his selection, with 
respect to the person and the particular 
matter under investigation, as between 
the state and the accused, in a condition 
- of perfect neutrality; and though upon the 
voir dire they each do qualify as being thus 
impartial, a verdict of guilty may, never- 
theless, be impeached by satisfactory proof 
that a single juror entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties with a fixed and de- 
termined purpose, formed in advance of 
hearing the evidence, to convict the ac- 
cused. 

3. The existence of mere ephemeral im- 
pressions or opinions, either preconceived 
or - produced upon the mind by reading 
newspaper reports or from hearing rumors 
and statements under oath or otherwise 
as to the causes and circumstances at 
_tendant upap the commission of a homi- 
cide, is not necessarily inconsistent with 
such a state of mental neutrality as ren- 
ders one legally competent to sit as a juror, 
but if such impressions or opinions so far 
cryStallize as to attain in the mind of 
the juror, in advance of hearing the evi- 
dence, that degree of rental conviction 
upon the question of guilt or innocence, 
which would not readily yield to the evi- 
dence, then the juror is not impartial in 
contemplation of law, and is incompétent. 

4. The probative effect of affidavits sub- 
mitted pro and con upon a motion to set 
aside a verdict upon the ground of- bias and 
prejudice of a juror, ss ordinarily a mat- 
ter for the trial court: and where there 
is upon such an issue a conflict of the 
evidence, this court will not usually con- 
trol the discretion of the judge who tried 
the case if he sustain the verdiet, even 
though as against the affidavit of a single 
witness showing prejudice, nothing be offer- 
ed in reply save only the fact that the 
yuror upon voir dire qualified; yet where 
two witnesses cepose with direct circum- 
stantiality to statements and cenduct of 
a person afterwards selected as a juror 
made and occurring before the trial, which 
evince a deliberate purpose upon his part 
to convict the defendant in the event he 
should be chosen as a juror, and no effort 
is made to discredit such affidavits, either 
by a contrary statement of the juror as to 
the ‘facts stated therein or otnerwise (he 
being at the time accessible), the testi-

their refusal affords no ground for the re- 
versal of a judgment denying a new trial. 

9, Confessions of guilt being against the 
interest of the accused are always admiss- 
ible, unless improperly obtained; but dec- 
larations in his favor are only admissible 
where, in point of time, their utterance 
is so nearly contemporaneous With the com- 
mission of the offense as to become a part 
of the res gestae. Where, therefore, it ap- 
pears that certain statements of the ac- 
cused were submitted to the jury which 
embodied both confessions of circumstances 
tending to establish his guilt and likewise 
declarations favorable to him, and where 
it further appears that the 
statements were improperly obtained, and 
the exculpatory declarations were not so 
nearly contemporaneous with the commis- 
sion of the alleged offense as to be a part 
of the res gestae, it was proper for the 
court, in its charge to the jury, though 
neither side so requested, to withdraw from 
their consideration all the statements in 
question, including both inculpatory admis- 
sions and exculpatary declarations, The 
court ig net bound to submit false issues, 
based upon illegal testimony, though nei- 
ther party to the controversy objects. 

1). The bare fact that a reward has been 
offered for the apprehension of a person 
accused of crime is a circumstance which 
may be given in evidence as affecting the 
credibility of any person offered as a wit- 
ness and sworn upon the trial, and this 
without evidence showing affirmatively how 
and in what manner the credibility of the 
witness is affected thereby; and it was, 
therefore, error for the court to instruct 
the jury with reference to the testimony 
of such a witness that “the mere fact that 
the reward was offered is not any evidence 
against the credibility cf the witness; there 
must be something in connection therewith 
to show that the witness testified in view 
of the reward.’’ 

ll. Whatever is admitted by the trial judge 
as evidence is entitled to go to the jury for 
their consideration, to bear such weight 
and be given such credit as in their judg- 
ment it is entitled to receive. Where, there- 
fore, in addition to the parol] testimony of 
the witnesses, written or printed documents 
or other physical objects are received in 
evidence as bearing upon the issues made 
in the case, it is error for the judge to 
practically draw the same from the con- 
sideration of the jury by an instruction 
that they could come to their conclusioon 
from the evidence, and then immediately 
adding: ‘“The evidence is what the witnesses 
testify before you from the stand.’’ The 
verdict should rest upon the entire evidence 
of every character, whether oral or other- 
wise. 

12. Inasmuch as ‘the questions made in 
this case, other than as herein ruled, in- 
cluding those relating to the motion to 
continue, the alleged improper conduct of 
counsel and the newly discovered evidence, 
are not of such character as that rulings 
thereon would be of general public utility. 
and inasmuch as upon another trial the 
Same questions Cannot again arise, it is not 
deemed necessary to rule upon the same,
